Iliuiy  readers  will  he  surprised  to  team 
now  moderate  were  its  dmebsuma.  The 
specimens  here  figured  are  not  thou 

twenty  or  t  weuiy-ot'.e  inches  in  dtomeior, 
somewhat  about  Luif  the  width  of  the  grew! 
rou_d  aliield  borne  by  the  Homeric  b  roao. 
Pn.Uibiv  the  Highbuid  men  were  in  the 
right  of  it ;  thoir  target  made  up  in  handi¬ 
ness  whnt  it  abautloued  in  area.  Being  of 
no  great  weight,  it  would  he  rapidly  mov¬ 
able,  and  to  a  certain  extent  it  could  even  be 
a  weapon  of  offense,  for  in  several  of  tlieae 
examples  a  formidable  spike  may  be  affixed 
to  the  central  boss.  Win  u  this  is  not  in 
use,  a  fuse  is  provided  for  it  in  the  deerskin 
lining  of  tho  inner  side.  The  material  of 
the  target  is  wood  covered  with  leather; 
metal-covered  or  metal  shields  arc  found 
only  as  exceptions.  Mr.  Drummond  Leva 
figured  one  bronze  shield  dug  out  of  a 
marsh,  and  oruaiueuted  in  a  thoroughly 
archaic  style,  and  one  plain  iron  one,  of 
whose  date  nothing  is  stated  or  conjectured. 
The  regular  cover;  ug  of  leather  gate  occa. 

fur  excellent  ornamental  work.  It  is 
best  described  in  bookbinders’  language  as 
blind  tooling  ;  and  iudoed  there  are  many 
patterns  on  those  targets  from  which  the 
modern  IxtokLiuder  might  well  take  a  hint. 
The  flowing  interlaced  curves  of  some  of 
them  show  a  really  admirable  decorative 
taste  and  execution.  We  likewise  find, 
sometimes  togeilcr  with  this  kind  of  orna¬ 
ment,  sometimes  instead  of  it,  eyuiineinoal 
arrangements  cl  nail  heads  and  metal  studa, 
and  now  and  then  of  larger  brass  plates. 
These  additions  would  to  some  extent  in¬ 
crease  the  strength  of  the  target,  but  their 
first  purpose  was  evidently  decoration.  It 
whs  not  until  live  seventeenth  century  that 
shields  were  fairly  discarded' in  tho  rest  of 
Europe.  The  swordsmen  of  Italy  and 
France  made  the  discovery,  which  st  the 
lime  must  hare  seemed  a  paradox,  that  the 
sword  is  stronger  without  the  shield  than 
with  it.  But  the  discovery  was  long  in 
traveling  northward ;  tho  Highlamlman 
clung  to  his  target  for  mure  than  a  century 
later,  and  its  final  disappearance  from  the 
Highland  regiments  in  uot  much  boyoud  liv¬ 
ing  memory.  Certainly  ono  who  poesemd 
an  ancestral  target  i  ke  those  figured  here 
might  be  excused  for  not  willingly  pat- 
tiug  it  aside  as  ob*ol«te.
